with their two children. 
The slim, good looking Ingenito, 
raging, “I’m going to clean them 
all out," wounded his wife and 
murdered her parents among oth­ 
ers in a crazed rampage last night

Truman Asks 


For Speedy Aid 


To Yugoslavia 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(INS) 
—President Truman asked Cong­ 
ress today to grant immediate dol­ 
lar aid to drought-stricken Yugo­ 
slavia to avert the growing threat 
of a fifth column uprising or a 
Russian attack. 
Mr. Truman said that unless 
Yugoslavia receives more food the 
Tito regime may fall and the west­ 
ern allies will lose a potential ally 
in case of a hot war with Russia. 
The President urged Congress 
to act quickly on his emergency 
aid program during the “lame 
duck” session beginning November 
27. 
He added, however, that even if 
speedy 
assistance 
is 
authorized 
w i n t e r transportation problems 
will delay the delivery of goods 
and therefore he has ordered gov­ 
ernment agencies to take immed­ 
iate steps to send food to Yugo­ 
slavia. 
The cost of the«overall program 
is placed at about 100 million 
dollars.

Excess Profits 
Tax Proposed 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(INS) 
—An administration supporter in 
the House said today that Presi­ 
dent Truman’s requested four bil­ 
lion dollar excess profits tax may 
be trimmed or even pigeonholed by 
the coming special session of Con­ 
gress. 
The tax proposal, aimed at fill­ 
ing a gap in urgent defense fi­ 
nances, has already come under 
fire from business as “un-Ameri­ 
can” and from labor as “too small.” 
Rep. Combs (D) Tex., said senti­ 
ment among some members of the 
tax-writing House Ways and Means 
Committee is to draft a bill taking 
a considerably smaller cut from 
top corporate profits. 
Moreover, he added, with Con­ 
gress pressed for time after its 
return November 27, there is rea­ 
sonable doubt that such a compli­ 
cated bill could actually be writ­ 
ten by the committee and threshed 
out both in the House and Senate.

public travel in case a motorist 
should get off the highway at high 
speed. 
The road which has been re­ 
located the entire distance except 
where it crosses the old highway, 
shortens the distance between New 
Castle and the Butler county line. 
It connects on with the new high­ 
way built between the Dixie Inn 
and Mt. Chestnut. Traffic is routed 
under Route 19 at Dixie Inn as the 
new portion of the highway con­ 
nects with that constructed two 
years ago.

Demand By King Farouk 


NOT ALL WAR PROFITS 
Having been directed by Congress before it adjourned to 
prepare an excess-profits tax bill, the House Ways and Means 
Committee has started to give the project attention. Actually 
it needed no reminder to that effect from the White House but 
Mr. Truman has now spoken anyway and his views will of 
course receive the consideration to which they are entitled. 
But merely to impose a heavy tax on the increased profits 
of all corporations will not do the job. That course would pen­ 
alize unduly those thousands of small business firms which are 
not engaged in making materials of war and whose present 
prosperity is the result of normal growth. It would have the 
further effect— as it did in World War II—of encouraging ex­ 
travagance and wasteful practices on the part of the large 
companies. 
The Committee for Economic Development stated the 
case unerringly when it declared that corporations subject to 
an 85 per cent excess profits tax would often “rather spend 
their potential profits for non-productive and non-essential 
purposes than pay them to the treasury.” 


King Farouk of Egypt-reported 
in a none too favorable political 
position at home — asserted his 
authority 
by 
demanding 
with­ 
drawal 
of 
British 
forces 
from 
Egypt but the world of diplomacy 
refuses to become alarmed over 
what could become a major crisis. 
Through his political chieftains, 
Farouk has demanded abrogation 
of the Anglo-Egyptian treaty of 
1936. 
This agreement, which has five 
years to run, provides for a British 
fleet at Alexandria to safeguard 
the Suez Canal and communica­ 
tions with the Middle East, plus 
the presence of British occupation­ 
al forces in the Sudan. 
Just why Farouk chose to revive 
the issue at the present time is 
problematical. 
Nationalistic Gesture 
Some observers feel that it is 
a nationalistic gesture by the king 
to improve his position with both 
politician« and the public. 
Many 
years ago people in difficult spots 
found it temporarily advantageous 
to "twist the lion’s tail" and Fa­ 
rouk may be doing just that. 
A similar demand by Egypt two 
years ago caused something of a 
flurry. That was during the war 
in 
Palestine 
when 
any serious 
alternation of the existing military 
picture might ha$e made it im­ 
possible to localize the conflict. 
At the present time, Britains 
position is a 
good 
deal 
more 
secure. 
Kenneth Younger, Minister of 
State and now Chief of the British 
Delegation at the United Nations, 
simply says that it is quite impos 
sible for Egypt to cancel the 20- 
year treaty signed in 1936 by any 
unilateral action 
Intended To Stay 
This means that the British in­ 
tend to stay and no doubt believe 
by 1956 the world will be ready to 
back them in continued surveil 
lance over the Suez Canal. 
A foreign office spokesman in 
London stressed the point that de­ 
fense of the Middle East affects 
great many nations in addition to 
Britain and Egypt. There is little 
doubt that any precipitate action 
by the Egyptians would start an 
avalanche of opposition. 
Unless the political situation in 
Egypt is kept in mind, there are 
some curious aspects of Farouks 
attitude. 
It is true that British troops are 
in the Sudan. 
They are good units, steeped in 
the traditions of Kitchener and 
Wavell. Neither Egypt nor repre­ 
sentatives of the Sudan have been 


able to supply satisfactory proof 
of charges that these soldiers are 
given to oppression and exploita­ 
tion of the natives. 
Pacifying Force 
On the contrary, they are re­ 
garded by neutral experts as a 
pacifying force in a wild, back­ 
ward region, and much good Bri­ 
tish money has gone into schools, 
hospitals and social services. 
So far as northern Egypt itself 
is concerned, there is no doubt 
whatever that the superficial pros­ 
perity of Cairo and Alexandria is 
traceable entirely to the presence 
of British troops and capital. 
France is represented to some 
extent in the financial end as well. 
But the great hotels like shep­ 
herds, 
establishment« 
near 
the 
pyramids and other tourist meccas 
are the products of British, initia­ 
tive. Over and above this, Farouk 
surely must realize that tourist 
travel itself might dwindle away 
to nothing if British protection 
were removed. 
Competent observens b e l i e v e 
that Farouk may be playing per­ 
haps unwittingly into Communist 
hands by his anti-British attitude. 
Certainly Red propagandists are 
making the most of alleged British 
aggression 
and "occupation" 
of 
Egypt. 
It is not improbable that British 
evacuation would cause disorders 
in Egypt that conceivably could 
topple Farouk from his throne. 
To what extent Britain is con­ 
cerned about such an eventuality 
is problematical. But it is entirely 
certain that Britain is not going 
to be maneuvered into premature 
withdrawal from an area absolute­ 
ly vital to her own interests.

Looking Back From 3 9 5 0 
____________ By PAUL GALLICO

Excerpt from the report of Professor PrUm W. Excavator, Chief 
Archeologist of the famous Geevem Expeditln organized in the year 
3950 to dig into the ruins of ancient Man-Hat-Tan, Chi-Ca-Go and 
Losan-Geles to study the civilization and lost culture of the vanished 
race of A-Mer-I-Cans. 


During the fifth week of the big dig, we went down through eighty 
feet of rubble and came upon a great find, indisputable evidence that 
the people of those days and times were turkey worshippers, a fact 
never before established. 
Apparently those early Americans who lived and thrived in their 
great stone warrens some two thousand years ago, believed that there 
was some special attribute of courage or fortitude to be found in the 
turkey and they seemed to have thought that if they ate him these 
virtues would be transferred1 to them. 
It appears then that they set aside one day in the year for the 
ceremony of eating and digesting this vanished bird, some fossil 
specimens of which have been uncovered recently, and it was manda­ 
tory fqr every American, male or female, old enough to possess a set 
of teeth, to partake of turkey on this day. Failure to do so was 
apparently punished by social ostracism. 
Meaning Has Been Lost 
For reasons not yet apparent from the records uncovered, this 
day was known as "Thanks-Giv-Ving-Day,” but the meaning of these 
words has been lost through the passage of two thousand years. It it 
thought to be tribal and to mean "They-Who-Stuff-Themselves-To- 
The-Ears-On-Roast-Bird.” 
But almost as important as the Eating of the Bird, was the 
preparation of the victim for the sacrifice. 
The matron of the home was appeared to be known universally 
as “Mom” or "Hey-Ma” arose early in the morning and placed the 
bird, denuded of its feathers in another ceremony known apaprently 
as “Pluc-King," in a pan and proceeded to give it a ceremonial rubbing 
with salt after which she proceeded to fasten strips of bacon on its 
chest and pour melted butter over it. 
However, even more important was the "Stuf-Fing” which she 
compounded out of stale white bread, soaked in cream, pork sausage, 
chestnuts, celery, sage and other pungent herbs, and the heart, liver 
and lights of the sacred bird. Since the eating was entirely symbolical, 
the bread represented the Staff of Life, the pig cunning and good 
business sense, the chestnuts were to give the partaker a kind of 
immunity to old jokes, while the sage was for wisdom. All these, the 
matron placed or "Stuf-Fed” Into the carcass of the sacrifice so that 
dii men of her family would become wise, valiant and successful 
through eating it. There is evidence that A-Mer-I-Cans before going 
into battle always loudly threatened to "knock the stuffing" out of 
thetr foes, and this is evidently what was meant. 
“Mom,” or “Hey-Ma,” would then sew together the openings of 
the turkey, thrust it into an oven heated to about 350 degrees and 
commence her vigil before the shrine. 
Examine State Of Turkey 
At regular intervals, it appeared, she would open the oven door 
releasing the sacred incense to pervade the household and permit her 
to examine the state of the turkey and determine whether it was 
approaching the moment of the supreme sacrifice. Each time she did 
this, every twenty minutes for three or fours hours, depending on 
the size of the turkey, she would perform a libation, pouring the 
. compounded butter and juices flowing from the bird, back over his 
bosom, in a gesture which appears to have been known either 
as 
pasting, or basting, it is not quite clear which. 
As time progressed, the sacrifice turned from white to yellow, to 
beige, to tan, to light brown, to golden brown, and later still, as it 
approached completion, to the rich, dark umber of mahogany. But 
other changes, too. had taken place in the turkey due to the heat of 
the sacrificial fire. The skin, at first flaccid had distended and later 
turned hard and crackly so that when tapped with a utensil it gave off 
a peculiarly enticing sound. 
The ingredients of the stuffing had blended with the sap of the 
turkey which in turn combined with roasted butter and the drippings 
of thè bacon to release an aromatic incense the fumes of which tended 
to drive the family of the matron into something approaching a 
religious frenzy, and they danced about the altar chanting the tribal 
chorus which went, “Hey-ma, Wen du we yeat?

STILL HAVE 'LAME DUCKS' 
Ten of the new men elected at the latest election will be 
eligible to take their seats and function as national lawmakers 
during the remaining weeks of the present Congress. Thqy are 
the six elected to fill vacancies in the House of Representatives 
and four elected to fill unexpired terms in the Senate (not 
counting Benton of Connecticut and Dworshak of Idaho, elect­ 
ed to fill unexpired terms but already serving by appointment 
before the election). Those sworn in when Congress recon- 


in assignment to committee places and may stand some of 
them in good stead in future years as they move up toward 
committee chairmanships. 
By contrast with these ten fresh from their constituencies, 
the reconvening Congress, will have some 70 members who 
were defeated in the primary or general elections or who did 
not choose to rtin for congress in 1950.

Pierre F. X. de Chailevoix was 
born in St. Quentin, France, Oc­ 
tober 29, 1682.

In 1720-22, 
under orders from the regent, he 
visited America for the second 
time, and went along the Great 
Lakes and down the Mississippi 
river. A city in Michigan is named 
for him. His books include, among 
others. "Historie et Description 
Generale de la Nouvelle France,” 
which was translated into English 
and is a work of importance for 
Canadian history. He died at La- 
Felche, France, February 1, 1761. 


Henry Morgenthau was born in 
Mannheim.

He was named ambas­ 
sador to Turkey, Sublime Porte in 
1913, serving until 1916, and hav­ 
ing charge of the interests in 
Turkey of many nations during 
World War I. He was technical 
expert to monetary and economic 
conferences in London, in 1933. 
He wrote several books, including 
“Secrets of the Bosphorus,” “All in 
a Lifetime” and “My Trip Around 
the World.” He died November 26,

In Conference 


HARRISBURG, Nov 18—(INS) 
—Key civil defense leaders in 
Pennsylvania planned for the pos­ 
sibility that a campaign of vigil 
against enemy attack may have to 
continue for as long as 50 years. 
Warning to expect “the long 
haul” in a defense program was 
issued by Maj. Gen. Richard K. 
Mellon, chief of the common­ 
wealth’s military and civil defense 
commission. 
Mellon 
told 
750 county 
and 
municipal directors at a one-day 
conference in Harrisburg that the 
civilian defense program will be 
kept alive indefinitely 
“It may be one, five or 50 
years,” he said, adding that it will 
not be terminated “as long as a 
world power seeks to dominate the 
universe 
through 
violence 
or 
threats of violence.” 
Face Grave Danger 
Gov. James H. Duff told the 
defense leaders that they must de­ 
velop a “tremendous public re­ 
lations campaign to warn Pennsyl­ 
vanians of the great danger we are 
presently facing." 
“In the event of an attack. 
Pennsylvania undoubtedly would 
be one of the choice targets for 
enemy bombs.” Duff said. 
Yet. he said, “the public is less 
aware todav of the danger facing 
them than it was at the start of 
the Korean war." 
Publicity, plant protection and 
air raid warning were described 
by Col. Alton C. Miller, state civil 
defense director, as the three top 
priority divisions of the state pro­ 
gram. 
Pointing up the importance of 
industrial defense. Miller explain­ 
ed the entire defense program 
“could well become academic 
if 
-'-ategic industries were lost be­ 
cause then a war also would be 
lost.

Must Concentrate 
American Power 
In European Area 
CHICAGO. 
Nov. 
18,—(INS)— 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg.«chief of staff 
of the U. S. air force, called on 
Friday for “an armed peace thru 
diplomacy and power” as “the only 
rational hope for survival.” 
Vandenberg spoke at the fifth 
annual convention of the National 
Association of Radio News Direc­ 
tors (at the Sherman hotel) in Chi­ 
cago. He added: 
“The task is made more difficult 
by our traditional 
aversion 
to 
power politics in the world. 
Al­ 
though rivalry’ complicates the in­ 
dividual lives ot all mankind, we 
would prefer thai it need not blight 
so sac-red an institution as the na­ 
tion-state. 
“As a result, too many Ameri­ 
cans have draped the world in a 
chintzy illusion of brotherhood, be­ 
lieving that nations can outlaw 
struggle over a friendly cup of 
tea.” 
The air force chief urged an end 
to “the myth of unavoidable con­ 
flict” but cautioned that “it is dif­ 
ficult to believe that war can be 
averted through early or foresee­ 
able agreement”. 
He said American power must 
be concentrated In Europe “be­ 
cause communist successes else­ 
where might alarm the free world, 
but communist success in Europe 
could destroy it" and called an 
armed peace “too long a path to 
be traveled by those whose resolu­ 
tion must be recharged with the 
passing of each fiscal year.”

—A Senate foreign policy expert 
said today that State Secretary 
Acheson is reaping the blame for

poor judgement of Russia. 
Sen. Fulbright (D) Ark., coming 
to the defense of Acheson, said 
he considers the secretary a “very 
able man” who combines “intelli­ 
gence with experience in the State 
Department.” 
In' commenting on post-election 
demands for Acheson’s ouster by 


leading Republicans F u l b r i g h t 
said: 
“I can’t feel but what a lot of 
our trouble with Russia goes back 
much further than the Acheson 
regime. The basic misjudgement 
on what Russia would do and be 
goes back to the Roosevelt days. 
“I believe it is generally agreed 
that Mr. Roosevelt kept tight rein 
on the State Department. 
“It was believed then that Rus­ 


sia would be willing to try to work 
out a peaceful world—that they 
would go their way and we ours. 
“Tnese were mistakes in judge­ 
ment for which Mr. Acheson is 
catching the blame. I don’t know 
where we would get a better sec­ 
retary of State—I don’t know who 
the Republicans have in mind."

Demand For Higher 
Taxes Is Renewed 
By Secretary Snyder 
CHICAGO, 
Nov. 
18—(INS)—■ 
Treasury Secretary Snyder on Fri­ 
day renewed his demands for high­ 
er taxes to combat inflation and 
strike a balance between govern­ 
ment spending and income. 
Snyder told the American fi­ 
nance conference that ‘ increased 
federal revenues are the major 
weapon which can be used effec­ 
tively m the battle against infla­ 
tion.” 
The secretary declared: 
“Every citizen is aware that we 
must not only find the means of 
payment for our military needs— 
we must do this without setting in 
motion an inflationary spiral. Ex­ 
cessive price rises would damage 
our ability to produce. 
“They would seriously jeopar­ 
dize our capacity for continued 
production at maximum rates of 
output.” 
The treasury secretary said that 


to avoid inflation “a substantial 
part of our current high incomes” 
must be taken out of the spending 
stream. This can be accomplished, 
he said, by “additional taxes, in­ 
creased savings and self-restraint.”
